Lonpon, August 20.—The T7'rébune’s 
London correspondent says: Arabi’s 
position is immensely strong, both nat- 
urally and artificially, and must be 
turned. Military men are not without 
the fear that General Wolseley is acting 
with too great haste to double up Arabi 


| before the Indian troops can co-operate. 


It may be a political necessity, as a 
successful blow may prevent ‘Turkish 
intervention of any kind. If Wolse 
ley’s first stroke fails it will only con- 
solidate and proyoke a 
great Mohammedan rising. His unex- 

tedly early action is perhaps caused 
y the danger of the rising of the Nile, 
which would jeopardize the turning 
movement from Aboukir or Rosetta. 
Turkey is less willing to sign the mil- 
itary convention wich England. The 
Sultan perhaps thinks that complete 
abstention is better than co-operation.

CABINET COUNCILS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, August 20.—At a 
special cabinet council yesterday the 
Porte was understood to be willing to 
modify the draft for a military conven- 
tion by the addition of the three fol- 
lowing clauses: First—An English 
general shall be attached to the Turk- 
ish camp, to facilitate communications 
between Turkey and the British.

Ex-Governor Torres and a Force of Troops 
Expected at Guaymas to Overthrow 
the Ortiz Government. 


Tucson, August 21.—The Star’s spe- 
cial advices from Guaymas, Arizona, 
of the 19th, say: The Mexican trans- 
portation steamer Mexico is expected 
daily at Guuymas with Gen. Carbo and 
ex-Governor Torres, with an escort of 
500 Federal troops. The general ru- 


mor throughout the State is that they 
come for the purpose of overthrowing 
the present government, of which 
Governor’ Carlos Ortiz is at the 
head. It is well known that 
the Governor has of late been organ- 
izing companies in all the towns of 
the State, and at Alamos he has eight 
hundred national guards under arms, 
with two gatling guns. He has 4000 
stands of Remington guns with large 
quantities of ammuniiion. General 
Carbo and Governor Otiz have fora 
long time been abusing each other 
throfgh the press of Mexico, and there 
is a terrible feeling existing which 
will ultimately «nd in a duel or a gen- 
eral revolution in Sonora. In case of 
Carbo opening the ball, the Maytoren- 
ista faction, which 1s large, will join 
him; while the Pesquiera faction will 
support Ortiz. Both being allied 
strongly with the general government, 
the outcome is hard to predict. 

Colonel Garcia, the hero of the late 
Indian fight, is under arrest for mur- 
der. He had a deserter shot a few days 
ago and was arrested by the civil au- 
thorities. There is a strong feeling 
existing between the civil and military 
factions, owing to the large force for 
the purpose of assisting Ortiz The 
air is full of rumors of revolution.

OPEN LOS ANGELES STREET. 


There is nothing which would bene- 
fit and improve the city more than the 
opening of Los Angeles street. Vari- 
ous City Conncils, it nfust be said in 
justice to the gentlemen who have 
constituted that body, have done at 
différent times all they could to effect 
this so desirable consummation ; but all 
of no avail. In 1875, steps were in- 
stituted to remove Chinatown and 
extend this splendid street toa junction 
with Alameda street. Obstacles were 
thrown in the way by the owners of the 
property to be affected, and of such a 
character that the council abandoned 
the plan for the time. The question 
i was again agitated in 1877; suit was 
5 instituted for the expropriation of the 
es property to the city; commissioners 
appointed to appraise the value 
| of the land to be expropriated; the 
- council levied an assessment of $50,000 

upon all the property owners as far 
down Los Angeles _ street 
Requena street; but before exe- 
cuting the levy the City Fathers 
came to the conclusion that such an 
assessment was too great a burden 
upon the property-owners, and peti- 
tioned the Legislature for a right to 
issue bonds of the city for this express 
’ purpose. This right the Legislature 
granted. The bonds were ordered at a 
considerable expense, and were about 
to be signed by the Mayor, when h» 
Ss was stopped by a writ of injunction 
? from the Supreme Court, sued out at 
the instance of these same selfish prop- 
: : erty owners. Apart from the court 
: and other expenses already incurred by 
the cit here were a lot é 
bonds on its hands,’ 
so much waste’ papef, which 
cost «about $600.. This was in 
1879. Negotiations were then entered 
into with the property-owners, with a 
view to an amicable purchase of their 
Property rights. The plan seemed at

D. Gibson, the 
original vause of the trouble, was put 
on the stand in behalf of his quondam 
enemy;Alfred Moore, Mary Groben, the 
wife and the defendant were sworn for 
Groben. Two witnesses swore point 
blank that they saw the man Groben 
strike his wife, and the witnesses on 
the other side swore that they did not 
see any blows struck. 

When Mrs. Groben was put on the 
stand by the defense her intense anxiety 
to shield her husband from his just de- 
serts was extremely evident. She al- 
leged that he was the best of husbands, 
and had never in iis life struck her.
